GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 



Gentlemen of the tienaie and Bouse of Rep- 
resentatives: 

By the resignation of Governor Magoffin on 
the'T6th of Aagosi last,- as Speaker of the Sen- 
ate I became invested with the functions of 
the Executive department of the Common- 
wealth. Sincerely distrustful of my abrlities 
ot any time, to discharge the duties with satis 
faction to myself and profit to the State the 
bigh trusts connected with the position, I was 
the more so at the moment I was called to it, 
by reason of the condition of the State and 
Nation, then as now, so deeply convulsed by 
the existing rebelliou. Under the conviction, 
however, that it ia the impwative duty of ev- 
ery eitisen of this Government— ^under which 
which we have growii and prospered aa a peo- 
ple beyond'any other pf trhmb faistory furnish- 
es tereecnrd; whficlf bt^' thltMra its potential 
uegis around all who have brougl^t themselves 
within the pale of its beneficent institutions, 
in a manner which afforded perfect protection 
to every right pertniniug to person or proper- 
ty; and ■which every patriot cherishes with 
pride and pleasure — whenever that Govern- 
ment was in peril and its integrity threatened, 
to devote himself to its service in any position 
to which he was called, I entered upon the 
discharge of the duties of the office, and have 
endeavored so far as was in my power, to pro- 
mote ^e 'best .interests of the Commonwealth 
in thei brief perihd which Hai sinde^lapsed. — 
Relying upon your patriotic eonnsel, assist- 
ance aod co-uperatioa, I shall continue, dur- 
ing the fraction of the term for wliich 1 have 
been chosen, to dcdic!ite whatever of energy 
;inJ iihility I possess, to a faithful dischari^e ol 
my duties, having no other motiye to direct 
my action tba»tbe koXKMV.WnlfiirB OfMlj^^of 
the State. 

A few days after I entered upon the duties 
of the Executive Department, the State was 
innided by a large military force; and the dis- 
astroas results of the battle of Kichmond, in 
which oar small anuy of raw, andiscipUned 
rccruito were utterly roated, threw lor a time 
nearly its etatire territory into the poeseesion 
ol" the Confederate forces. When that invasion 
took place and that battle was tought, the 
(leneral Assembly was in session; and, wholly | 
unprotected as was the cajiital of the State, ' 
joint resolutions were very jndiciouslyadopted, , 
directing, first, the removal of the archives of 
tiie Commonwealth to Louisville, or some oth- 
er place of security, and, then, authorizing the 
removal of the seat of Governnient, temporari- 
ly, tothatcity. In accordance with these reso- 
lutions, the removal tookploce^on the 1st of Sep- 
tember, the Legislature closing the business 
of the session at that place on the 5tb; and the 
duties of the Ezeeocive Department eontimied 
to be discharged there untd the 20th tff Ooto- 
liur, when 1 directed the return ul the different 
departmental officers to the capital. The 
timely arrival ol the army of the Cumberland, 
under its distinguished leader, .Major (Jeneral 
Miuell, and the prompt assistance rendered us 
by our sister States of tbo Northwest, togeth- 
er with the equally prompt conversion of 
large nnmbers ot our people into citizen sol- 
diers, caused the inisolent foe, who had dared 
to desecrate tbe soil of Kentucky with his 
hostile foot prints, to beat a hasty retreat^ and 
since that time, «n«"» tow days ago, Ken- 
tuciiy has been' fiMe ftotai Ifab poilating tread 
uf the enemies of her peace in any oonsidera 
ble lorce. Her tranquility, however, has been 
to some extent marred at intervals since, by 
small bands of guerillas, who avail themselves 
of tbe State of the country to perpetrate out- 
rages that arc a disgrace to the age and to civ- 
ilized warfare. 

In this connection I desire to call your at- 
tention and invoke your earnest consideration 
to the condition of some portions of the Coiu- 
lOOnMiealtbi by ZMsen of the depredations and 1 
desolations perpetnUed .b^ these predatory! 
bands. By 'repeated inva^ons the people of 
the counties h'ing contiguous to the States of 
V irginia and Tennessee, have been almost en- 
tirely stripped of the necessaries of life; and 
suffering in that region, to an extent hitherto 
unparalleled in the history of the Common- 
wealth, now exists. When the call for volun- 
teers to defend the Government against the 
traitors who had banded together for its des- 
truction, Wivs made, the people of those coun- 
ties responded with an alacrity, courage and 
patriotism- "Worthy of the freesonsof the moun- 
tains which they inhabit, and of the fame of 
Kentucky, which has ever been conspicuous 
for gallantry and patriotic devbtion. Thejr are 
still in the service of the coniifry, and upon 
distant fields uf military operations are peril- 
ing their lives in the defence of that Union, 
whicli they have always been taught to ven- 
erate, and of that Government which, under 
the glorious Constitution of our father.s, lins 
secured to its citizens a greater amount of 
happiness and prosperity than was ever vouch- 
sated to any other people. While they are

The State Guard law is, in my judgment, 
oneof tbe most perfect acts of the kind to be 
found in any system designed to make reliable 
soldiers out of undisciplined militia. It was 
matured by military men of experieiice and 
ability, and combines all the excellencies of 
the militia systems of our sister States, reliev- 
ed of their defects, togeth^^r with such im- 
provements as the" ezperienee ana observation 
of those who friimcd it enabled tUem to sug- 
gest. I do not, therefore, hesitate to conimend 
it as the perfection of militia systems; and, if 
ever put in successful operation in Kentucky, 
I am confident it will prove as complete a 
proteotion to her against external and internal 
violence aa couU. he devised. As before re- 
marked, hoifever,ik is a^ystem that will in- 
volve a heavy expenditure, and when fully iii 
operation wiu necessitate a tax o£ fully one 
and-daarte^ per 'cent t in addition to that now 
paid iar«evtaua and edaebkional> purpose. 1 
subn^^^t^ypa, however, whether it would 
not be better that we should incur even this or 
a greater amount of taxation, if thereby thiB 
repose and safety of tbe State are secured, than 
to be subjected, as at present, to continual 
raids from and depredations by lawless and 
abandoned men. In other words, wlietlier it 
would not be better to expend a portion of our 
means to secure the remainder, than to have 
the vrhple dceitroyed, or even subjected to tbe 
risk of dei((ruction. 

Irefi^r you to the report of tbe. .4^jutent 
General and Quartermaster Gehenil for full 
information in regard to their respective de- 
partments. It will be seen by tbe Adjutant 
General s report that Kentucky has signalized 
her devotion to the Union by sending into the 
field for its defense upwards of forty-four 
thousand of her brave and gallant sons; and 
she has not yet ceased to respond to the demands 
upon her in the way of recruits for the mili 
tary service. When it is borne in mind that, 
from the operation of various causes, the pop- 
ulation of the ^nto ia bow^ as it has been from 
its inauguration, to a eonsiderable extent 
divided in reference to the rebellion, the quo- 
ta she has contributed to the; gra,nd tirmy.of 
the Union may justly be eUuia«d ali 'placing 
her among tbe fore most of those of ber sister 
States who have signalized their devotion to 
our noble Constitutional Union. Kentucky 
has ever been true and loyal to the Govern- 
ment of our fathers; the nation has never been 
involved in difficulty or danger that she bos 
not promptly responded to calls upon ber man- 
liness and patriotism; the blood of her sons 
enriches the soil of every battle-field upon 
which blood has been spilt and death defied 
in defense of oar National righto, .and honor; 
and when the history of the present wai for 
the preservation oftheUnion-uid maintenance 
of the Ceaatitation- ebmol to be written, no 
prbadei* or m6re dndwring moinument of ber 
patriotic devotion to the cause of constitution- 
al freedom will be exhibited in all the glorious 
record of her piist fame. 

While the regular progress of the cause of 
common school education in tbe State has,' 
like that of every other interest, been woman 
what interfered with by the distuiiied nondi-.

By this act it is proposed to donate to 
such States as may accept its provisions with- 
in two years from tbe date of its approval by 
the President an amount of land equal to thir- 
ty thousand acres for each Senator and Kcprie- 
sentative in Gpii^ess, apportioned aceording 
to the census of 1860; and in the event that 
there is not the quantity of lands within the 
State, Bubieci to sale at private entry at <Hie 
dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, land 
scrip to the amount of such State's distribu- 
tive share is to be issued in lipn thereof, which 
scrip may be sold, and the proceeds thereof 
applied to the foundation of at least one col- 
lege in the State, "whoso leading object shall 
be, without excluding other scientific and 
classical studies, and including military tac- 
tics, to teach such branches of learning us are 
related to agriculture and the mechanic arts.

The great recent exoitemeot in tbe price

Peace. 

It is gratifying to those who are di.sposcd 
to do what is ri^ht. to see that there is a 
growing sentiment amoogthe people io favor 
of peace.

Tbere h«ve 
been some bloody battles fought elsewhere, 
and some victories won for Northern arm.s, 
' but in the great contests, where the "back- 
I booe" of theTebellino is, wa have met with 
I nothing but dis-i.'tter, and the "backbone" ra 
I mains sound. Tbe qaeatioa may be asked 
I bare, why was it that, whan we gaioed vic- 
toriea elsewhere that oar army met with 
aaoh dieaatfoae reeolte in tbe East? It is all 
owiog to the incompetency of the Adminis- 
I tration. Io oar opinion, a peace can never 
be conquered by fighting, even with a ooin- 
' petent Administration at tha head of affiirs, 
and how much les< can we expect it when 
they are controlled by such mullet beads as : lentiurv 
now stand at the bead of tha nation. To- 
day we find the rebellioo not only not put 
dowD, bat raally atreogthened, which fact 
of itself goes to show that peace cannot be 
attained through the instrumentality of war, 
but must be had through other means.

This is a most unkind return to those 
patriotic and loyal men, who, perfectly under- 
str.nding tbe difficulties in their path, adopted 
thi; only line of policy that coald stem the 
tide of SouChcrn s mpathy, and in so doing 
keep salid^ Co her moorings a great State, 
whfieb, if it had been lost to the Union, would 
greatly h ave weakened the national strength, 
ifitbad npt .ijpdeed changed the whole char- 
acter of tbe 'war.
